The applicant, through the undersigned, petitions for revival of this 
application. The applicant also requests that he be provided with a copy of Action 
which was not responded to and resulted in abandonment, together with a resetting 
of the time for response. 

In a telephone conversation with the Examiner on January 20th, the 
undersigned was advised by the Examiner that the application was abandoned by 
failure to respond to an Office Action dated June 17, 2003. This was a complete 
surprise to the undersigned as he has no record of receiving any such Action. 
However, in talking further with the Examiner, it developed that the Action was sent 
to Horst Kasper, in Warren, New Jersey, the attorney originally named in this case 
rather than to the undersigned who has been designated to receive further 
correspondence in the "Revocation of Power of Attorney and Power of Attorney Not 
Accompanying Application" filed on February 21, 2003. A copy of the above-noted 
Revocation and Power is attached together with a copy of the receipt postcard date 
stamped February 21 , 2003 as received from the PTO. 
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It is understood from the Examiner that she received the undersigned's 
response of April 21, 2003 and presumably Submission of Proposed Drawing 
Change dated April 23, 2003. However, if copies of either of these papers is needed, 
with date-stamped receipt post cards, those can be provided. 

It is noted that the telephone conversation with the Examiner was initiated by 
the undersigned for the purpose of obtaining a copy of information disclosure 
statement (PTO-1449) referred to as attached to the Office Action of April 23, 2003 
but not included therewith in the undersigned's copy of the Action. The Examiner on 
September 23. 2003 had earlier provided the undersigned with a copy of the 
reference list which was also not included in the undersigned's copy of the April 23, 
2003 Action. There was no indication at the time that there was an outstanding 
Action awaiting response. 

There was no intention to abandon this application and it is evident that the 
abandonment resulted through no fault of the applicant. Accordingly, it is requested 
that this petition to revive the application be granted. Furthermore, the applicant 
requests that he be provided with a copy of the Action requiring response with a 
resetting of the time for response.
